| Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repfrre- 
'sentatives of the United States in Congress assem- 
| bled, ‘That the sum of $200,000 be, and the same 
is hereby, granted to Major General La Fayette, in 
| compensation for his important services and expen- 
ditures during the American Revolution, and that 
for this purpose a stock to that amount be issued 
‘in his favour, dated the 4th July, 1824, bearing an 
annual interest of 6 per cent. payable quarter year?

Sec. 2, And be it further enacted, That one
